CHICAGO, July 15.— The transac­ 
tion by which grain growers are to 
acquire control of all elevators of 
the five largest grain elevator com­ 
panies in the United States were re­ 
ported completed today. 
Incorpora­ 
tion papers tor a national co-opera­ 
tive sales agency, to be known as 
the grain m arketing company, were 
reported to have been asked from 
the secretary of state at Springfield. 
The properties involved are valued 
at $25,000,000. 
The company, it is 
said, will be the largest co-operative 
ever organized. 
The com panies whose properties 
were to be taken over by the new 
corporation aro the Armour Grain 
Company, of Chicago, tho J. C. Shaf­ 
ter Grain Company of Chicago, the 
Rosenbaum Grain 
Corporation, 
of 
Chicago, Rosenbaum 
Brothers, 
of 
Chicago; the Davis, Noland and Mer­ 
rill Grain Co., of Kansas City. 
According to the reports the new 
company is capitalised at $26,000,000 
and will begin immediate operation. 
The com panies had 
proposed 
to 
surrender their various offices 
at 
central points in the Linked States 
and abroad, their leased wires cover­ 
ing the country and their five differ 
cut organizations.
